We created the 2000-2001 yearbook on twelve Macintosh computers. We transfered photo file 
and layouts created on Pagemaker 6.5 on a shared folder that served as a link between our computers 
This was our first year working with Jostens and Tim and Barry dropped in often to share our lates 
crisis. We scanned around 80% of our 35 mm photos on a flatbed scanner and ran them throug 
Photoshop 5.0 before placing them in chronology and feature layouts. 

Seniors Sarah Heisler and Brandy Martin and Junior Ana Mason were team members responsible 
for weekly chronology. Molly Goodrich and Allie Mauch created features during the first semester 
Juniors Annie Jones and Lindsey Mason and Senior Shannon Swehia produced the large groui 
section. Seniors Steve Havemann and Scotty Nichols produced the sports section-call them if yoi 
notice any errors. Dan Nizzi produced weekly chronology and feature layouts along with layout rescut 
missions and provided daily entertainment for the entire class. 

The majority of features were creatively designed by Senior Stephanie Tillinghast. Juniors Kanr 
Kauzlarich, Katy Petersen, Diana Sterbick and Ashlee Link were responsible for the majority of weekl 
chronology and assorted feature layouts. Their dedication and committment to detail was wonderfi 
along with their willingness to work outside of class to keep the book on deadline.
